New York, June 19.—The following 
statement concerning the steel and iron 
schedule for 1904 was made today by 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of thé ex- 
ecutive committee of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

The price of steel rails for the year 1904 
has been fixed at $28 at the mill, ‘the 
price which has obtained during the last 
three years.

Danger at Albuquerque from Over- 
flow of Rio Grande. 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. June 19.—

The resolution committee presented the 
resolution offered by Delegate Winn yes- 
terday, providing for a plank in the demo- 
cratic platform relative to child labor, 
and it was adopted as was the resolution 
calling for woman suffrage. 

Dejesate, Hagerty” wants union mem- 
ders to isi thé taube of unionism at all 
times and so indicated by the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Realizing that upon the observance, 
rather the introduction of resolutions de- 
pends the welfare and future life of this 
and all other labor bodies, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we the delegates to the 
Georgia Federation of Labor, hereby 
promise to observe in our dally life all 
resolutions passed by this body and fur- 
ther promise to go a little out of the way 
at least once a day to have some one else 
do likewise, knowing that by said action 
we are helping some union, consequently 
all unions. ’ 

Delegate Johnson, of Atlanta, wanted 
all stationary engineers to have a license 
before being allowed to work and pre- 
sented the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Georgia Federation 
of Labor ask the legislature of Georgia 
to require all stationary engineers to 
have a license to operate an engine or 
fire a _ boiler.’’ a 
Delegate Harris informed the federa- 
tion that there were a number ot con- 
cerns about his home, Savannah, where 
ecnvicts were being used as engineers 
and this brought to the front the convict 
question in its broader sense. It came 
up in the shape of a resolution and read: 
Resolved, That we condemn the sys- 
tem of leasing convicts to individuals and 
corporations to work in competition with 
henest labor, and ask our legislature to 
enact laws prohibiting same, as it is de- 
trimental to and retards the progress of 
our humblest and most needy citizens; 
and j 
“Be it resolved, That we indorse the 
bil! to be presented at the coming session 
of the legislature by Representative Fel- 
der and believe that the best interests 
of our state will be served if the convicts 
are put to work on public roads of Geor- 
gia, and let us have a good road leading 
from our capital to every county in our 
state, so that the farmers may have the 
benefit of what the pays for, and the 
cities connected with the counties by 
this means.“

Young, 
who is a member of a good family, when 
confronted ¢with the charge, admitted 
that he had been using the firm’s money 
without their knowledge and consent. 

Inebriate Lectured by Speer. 

Macon, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—Judge 
Speer returned to the United States court 
room late this evening. A man from Mil- 
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Washington, June 19.— (Special.) — The 
foreign commerce of fhe United States for 
the fiscal year which will end on June 
20 will be the largest in the history of the 
country. Imports will, for the first time, 
exceed a billion dollars, and exports will 
be larger than in any preceding year ex- 
cept 1901. The eleven months’ figures 
which justify this assertion show that 
the imports of the eleven months ending 
with May were $943,597,1%, and the exports 
$1,324,493,293. For the twelve months end- 
ing with May the imports are $1,016,712,248, 
and the exports, $1,413,733,776. As the larg- 
est imports in any earlier fiscal year were 
3903, 820,948, in 1902, it is quite apparent that 
the total imports of the present fiscal year 
will exceed those of any preceding year, 
and that they will also exceed H. O0, 000. 
Since they have not fallen below $73,- 
000,000 in any month of the past year and 
are in the eleven months within $57,000,000 
of the billion dollar line. As the largest 
exports of any preceding year, except 
1901, were $1,394,483,012, in 1900, and those 
of the eleven months ending with May 
were $1,324,493,293, and the smallest exports 
of any month in the year were $88,000,000, 
it is apparent than when the month of 
June is added, the export total for the year 
will exceed that of 1900, and will pass the 
$1,400,000,000 line. The largest total com- 
merce (by which is meant the imports and 
exports combined) of any earlier year 
| was that of 1901, 32, 0, 987, 156. As the total 
imports and exports for the eleven months 
ending with May were $2,268,090,487, and the 
combined imports and of. the lightest 
month of the present year were $162,000,- 
000, it is apparent that the commerce of 
the twelfth month added to the total al- 
ready shown by the eleven months will 
make a grand total exceeding that of 1901, 
which showed the largest total imports 
and exports combined. ’ 

It was only in the year 1872 that the 
total commerce first touched the $1,000,000,- 
000 line, and in 1900 it first touched the 
$2,000,000,000 line. Running back through 
the century, it may be said that the total 
imports and exports of 1800 amounted to 
$162,000,000; in 1830, $144,000,000; in 1850, $318,- 
000,000; in 1860, $687,000,000; in 1870, $828,000,- 
000. In 1872 the total commerce for the 
first time crossed the billion dollar line, 
being for that year $1,070,772,663, In 1880 it 
was 81.508, 000,000, and in 1890, $1,647,000,000. 
In 1900 it first crossed the two billion dol- 
lar line, peing in that year $2,244,000,000; in 
1901, $2,811,000,000; in 1902, $2,285,000,000; and 
in 1903 seems likely to exceed #%,400,- 
000,000. 

Of the more than one billion dollars’ 
worth of imports for the full year, manu- 
facturers’ materials will form nearly $500,- 
000,000 value. In the ten months whose 
figures are completed by the treasury 
bureau of statistics, manufacturers’ ma- 
terials formed 47 1-2 per cent of the total 
imports, and in the latest month available, 
April, they formed 49.77 per cent. The 
percentage which these materials for use 
of manufacturers form of the grand total 
is larger in that part of the fiscal year 
whose figures have completed than of any 
preceding year. In 1902 manufacturers’ 
materials formed (6.1 per cent of the total 
imports; in 1900, 45.7 per cent; in 1898, 42.0 
per cent; in 1895, 37. IL per cent; in 1890, 34.5 
per cent; in 1885, 33.1 per cent; in 1870, 28.2 
per cent; in 1860, 26.4 per cent: and in 
1840, 21.2 per cent of the total imports. 


‘Commerce in Philippines. 

The condition of commerce in the Phil- 
ippines during the twelve months ending 
December, 1903, as compared with figures 
for the previous years of American occu- 
pation is shown in interesting form by the 
annual review of import and export fig- 
ures about to be published by the insular 
bureau of the war department, 

In the comparisons the general result 
indicates a steady increase in the volume 
of trade, imports during 1902 being greater 
than ever before, the value of purchases 
amounting to $33,342,166, as against $30,162,- 
471 in 1901, which figures are exclusive of 
gold and silver and large quantities of 
material bought in this country and pass- 
ed through the Philippine customs houses 
free of duty for use as government sup- 
plies, both military and civil. 

Under the adverse conditions that have 
prevailed in the archipelago, this in- 


crease in !mports would appear gratify- 
ing at first glance, but an examination 


of their character shows that the item 
of food supplies during the past year 
has ranked close to that of manufac- 
tured articles, in the distribution by 
classes being valued at nearly $14,000,000, 
or two-fifths of the total imports, a ma- 
terial increase over 191, when the pro- 
pertion approximated one-fourth of the 
incoming trade. Nearly 10 percentum of 
the food stuffs purchased in 1902 was ad- 
mitted free of duty under the Philippine 
tariff modification in effect during the 
year, while the general reduction in du- 
ties stimulated the importation of a num- 
ber of products such as wheat, flour, 
canned fruits, canned meats, etc., in all 
of which the market of American goods 
has been enlarged accordingly, and ex- 
clusive of rice, the trade of the United 
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States clearly outclasses that of any 
other country in furnishing to these is- 
lands their necessary foreign supply of 
food products. ; 
: While the total imports during the past 
year show a gain of about 10 percentum 
as compared with the previous year, the 
duty collected amounted to $7,679,322, as 
against $7,343,743 in 1901, or an increase of 
less than 5 percentum, although it is 
thoyght that the lower price of imported 
commodities as a result of the change 
in tariff will eventually increase the 
amount of importationg making the reve- 
nue greater than under the former tariff. 
The heavy receipts of rice. comprising 
more than one-fourth the total imports, 
made necessary by reason of the scarcity 
of food throughout the islands, has re- 
sulted in increasing the trade percentage 
of certain Asiatic countries, The United 
Siates which does not export rice to the 
islands, supplied 12 percentum of the to- 
ta! in 1901 and 13 percentum in 1902. Of 
the aggregate the United Kingdom fur- 
nished nearly one-fifth in 1901 and but 
one-sixth in 1902, this trade falling off 
slightly; Germany gaining in value about 
as much as the United Kingdom lost, 
while France shows a decrease in most 
lines. ExélIusive of rice imports, Spain 
is the only country showing substantial 
gain, increasing its share of the trade 
from 6 percentum in 1901 to 9 percentum 
in 1902. 


The Outgoing Trade. 

The outgoing trade of the archipelago 
for the past year shows an increase in 
round numbefs of $4,000,000 over 1901, ex- 
portations amounting to nearly $29,000,000 
in 1902, the largest since American control 
and with the single exception of the year 
1889 surpasses any previous record ac- 
cording to the best available returns. 

Of the leading articles exported, emp, 
sugar, tobacco and copra, the first men- 
tioned comprising 67 percentum of the 
total exports, shows the most noticeable 
gain in value, there being an increase of 
more than $4,000,000 in the shipment of 
this product. There has been marked 
improvement in trade with the United 
States, the figures showing an increase 
from $4,546,292 in J901 to $11,476,948 in 1903, 
more than half of the hemp output dur- 
ing the latter year coming to this coun- 
try, as against 37 percentum for the 
United Kingdom, the next largest buyer, 
a radical change in relative position as 
compared with the purchase of hemp by 
these countries in 1901, when the United 
Kingdom received 6 percentum, while 
the share of the United Stats was but 
26 percentum. The results in bringing 
about direct shipments of hemp to this 
country since the operation of the act 
of March 8. 1902, are plainly aparent 
from these figures, . 

Sugar and copra exports show in- 
creased trade, while tobacco, including 
the manufactured article, fell off as 
compared with the year 1901. F 

The revenue. from export duties during 
the past year amounted to $1,241.917, as 
against $820,723 In 1901. Of the duty col- 
lected in 1902, however, approximately 
$385,000 was subject to return as rebate 
on hemp shipments to the United States. 

In the movement of vessels engaged in 
Philippine trade it is shown that 94 per- 
centum of goods coming from the United 
States was carried in vessels flying the 
flags of other countries, and practically 
99 percentum of the purchases credited 
to this country were shipped from the 
archipelago in vessels clearing under a 
fcreign flag. 

Statistics for the past “Year show the 
arrival of 30,576 immigraats as compared 
with 18,370 in 1901. The Americans num- 
bered 16,354 or more than one-half of the 
whole number in 1902, a large increase 
over 1901, when but 3,771 of the arrivals 
were Americans. The different profes- 
sions and trades are well represented as 
a whole and the indications are that 
desirable classes whose presence will be a 
stimulus to the progress of the islands 
made up à large percentage of the ar- 
rivals.

Hn Corrupt Legislators Held 
~ Up Insurance Companies, 


Startling Evidence Is Given by an 
Insurance Expert of St. Louis 
Regarding Bills Before 
Missouri Legisla- 
ture. 


St. Louis, June,19.—According to James 
A. Waterworth, an insurance expert of St. 
Louis, the refusal of insurance companies 
to put up money for boodlers in the leg- 
lature of 1894 was responsible for the 
passage of the bills abolishing rating 
boards in the cities and co-insurance. 
He said that at the session two years ago 
bills to, repeal the act abolishing under- 
writing boards were introduced. At first 
$40,000 was demanded for passage. This 
was afterwards reduced to $25,000. The 
companies refused to produce the money 
and the bills were killed in committee. 

This year the business men of the cities 
united in an effort to get the bills through. 
The insurance companies did not lobby 
for tse mnref8ures at all. Only the co- 
insurance bill passed. 

Meantime the boodlers had asked from 
the companies that $25,000 be put up to 
pass all three of the bills introduced at the 
instance of the St. Louis Business Men's 
League and other commercial bodies of the 
state.

CARRYING WATER TO A DESERT 


Western Australia Building a Pipe 


Line 328 Miles Long. 


New York Sun: Western Australia is 
now one of the largest gold producers in 
the world. Twenty years ago the great 
desert east of the fringe of fertile grain 
lands and timber along the sea was not 
supposed to be worth a cent a square mile. 
The desert was wholly unknown, mene 
that a few explorers had made their to l- 
some way over the immense expanse of 
sand; a few others less fortunate had per- 
ished in these forbidding wastes. 

Then it was found that this Sahara 
was really to be the treasure house of 
the colony. The precious metal dug out 
of these sands has made the gold product 
of western Australia equal to that of all 
the other states in the commonwealth. 
Gold has helped this division of Australia 
to become one of the lustiest members 
of the British colonial empire. 

Around the great mining center in the 
desert 50,000 people are living. It’s natural 
to ask how they get water to supply their 
needs. The fact is, water is an extremely 
scarce commodity there. It probably does 
not bring so high a price In any other part 
of the world. It water is obtained with- 
out much di 
cost of condensing it to procure fresh wa- 
ter is so costly that every pint must be 
carefully used. There is an occasional 
shower, and every house and tent in the 
mining district is supplied with tanks to 
eatch the rain water; but it is an unre- 
liable source of supply. The result is that 
every drop of water must be husbanded. 

We have no idea here, where water 
seems almost ag free as air, how careful 


they are in the minfng region of western 


Kustralla to put every ‘drop to the best 


use. It is not comfortable to be compelled. 


to use water ag though you never expert. 
ed to have another pailful. The incon- 


‘venience and discomfort due to this cause 


are a terrible drawback to that region, 
and nothing less than the greed for gold 
would induce any one to submit to the 
incessant deprivation. 

Today western Australia is hard at 
work to remedy this great need and to 
supply the Coolgardie and Kalgoorlie min- 
ing districts with a good supply of wa- 
ter, The total cost of the work will be 
not less than $15,000,000, mut it will solve 
the water problem. 

About 25 miles northwest of Perth, 
near the sea and the capital of western 
Australia, is the Green Mount Range. 
The Herma river crosses this range 
through a deep valley, A dam 100 feet 
high has been built across the river 
and the reservoir thus formed is 7 miles 
in length and will hold 4,000,000,000 gal- 
lons. It is necessary to lift the wate 
2.700 feet to the top of the mountains in 
order to give it sufficient headway to 
reach the gold camps out in the desert. 
The distance to Kalgoorlie, the furthest 
camp to be supplied, is 328 miles. The 


-water is to be raised to the mountain 


top by means of eight pumping stations, 
the machinery for which has been pur- 
chased at a cost of $1,500,000. 

At the summit of the mountains the 
pipe line begins. It is 30 inches in di- 
ameter and is laid a little under the sur- 
face along the railroad track, except 
that in crossing various salt lakes on the 
route it is supported on piers. It is hoped 
to deliver from the reservoir to the min- 
ing camps 6,000,000 gallons of fresh water 
daily. Even with this amount of water 
it is not expected that the mining popu- 
lation will have a drop to waste. They 
will have to pay a good price for it. The 
charge to the miners, for example, will 
be 81.50 to $1.75 per 1,000 gallons at whole- 
sale rates. We should probably have 
little street sprinkling, and garden hose 
in the back yards of Brooklyn would be- 
come obsolete if we had to pay so high 
a price as this for the precious fluid. 

It is not expected that the project will 
become self-supporting for some time. 
The plant is to be owned by the state. 
and Me deficit must be paid out of the 
general taxes. Even if the 50.000 per- 
sons to be supplied should require the 
works to run at their fullest capacity 
the pipe line would hardly meet ex- 
penses. 

It is believed. however, that an in- 
creased production of the gold will be 
made possible by a good supply of wa- 
ter and that the entire state will thus be 
benefited, for more miners will be re- 
quired in the field, and practically all 
their supplies, except machinery, come 
from the farmérs and merchants of west- 
ern Australia.

— faulty track just outside Chicago it 
would have been Hayden Bennett WO 
would have made a fortune by organizing 
the steel corporation; and not J. Pierpont 
Morgan. If Burton. Neville’s horse had 
not foundered in the last mile of a race 
for a land register’s office he would have 
won one of the richest California gold 
mine claims. If Arnold Bryand’s salvage 
steamer had started an hour sooner from 
Rio he would have been able to secure 
the treasure of a fabled Spanish galleon 
at Trinidad. Those were four golden op- 
portunities wich could not wait. It was 
heart-breaking for the men who saw 
untold wealth within their grasp and then 
saw it disappear just as they were about 
to clutch it, It was heart-breaking, but 
there was nothing to do but philoso- 
phize. 

Salzman was surveying in Griqualand 
when he missed his great opportunity. The 
farm which he was tempted to buy at 
first sight was as dismal a piece of South 
African ground as ever man looked upon, 
but there was that in its appearance 
which made the surveyor believe it was 
valuable, De Beers, the owner of the farm, 
was so tired of hopeless and fruitless toil 
that he offered to sell it for a change of 
clothing. Salzman locked at it again and 
refused. A suit of ‘clothes seemed to be 
too great a price to pay for a heap of 
rocks in a land where rocks were plenti- 
ful, He went back to Cape Town, but 
kept thinking about that farm which he 
could have bought for a suit of clothes. 
Finally he decided to go back and buy it. 
He had been hearing istrange tales of the 
finding of enormous wealth in diamonds 
on just such rocky land, and it was worth 
a try, anyhow. He made the trek in a 
hurry, but just as he got to De Beer’s 
gate a stranger drove up ahead of him 
and entered. When Salzman entered the 
house he found that the man who had 
arrived three minutes before him had just 


weeks later it was fearned that the De 
Beers farm had proved itself an inex- 
haustible mine of diamonds. 

A few minutes’ breakdown caused the 
missing of a fortume so large that, though 
another man has it now, nobody knows 
quite how big it is.

He is said to have acknowledged after- 
ward that only his rival's breakdown 
gave him time.

Gilbert certainly cannot complain if he 
himself has an occasional rise“ taken 
out of him, The famous lIibrettist waxed 
wrathful, it is true, when a report which 
gained quite a wide circulation attempted 
to make him out a dying man, but he 
was only amused the other day when a 
writer in Willa Waldorf Astor’s Pall 
Mall Gazette referred to him as the late 
W. 8. Guvert.“ 

“TI always dislike to spoll sport,“ wrote 
Mr. Gilbert to The Pall Malls editor, 
„but candor compels me to confess reluc- 
tantly that I am still alive.” 

Only last week there appeared in sev- 
etal of the best known London newspa- 
pers a letter which Mr. Gilbert was rep- 
resented to have written to one of the 
members of the firm of Crosse & Black- 
well. Truth to tell, the missive was much 
in the Gilbertian style. Crosse and Black- 
well, of course, are extensive manufac- 
turers of preserves, and the story went 
that Mr. Blackwell, who lives near Mr. 
Gilbert, had been obliged to complain to 
the librettist that the latter’s employees 
had intruded into his pheasant grounds. 
Upon which, it was alleged, Mr. Gilbert 
made the following reply: 

Dear Mr. Blackwell—I am extremely 
sorry that my men should have damaged 
your preserves. With apologies for using 
the word ‘preserves.’ Belleve me, most 
sincerely. yours. 


W. S. GILBERT.”

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CAUSES SUIT 


Nova Scotia Cotton Company 
_. Sues Alabama Great 
Southern. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 198.—The Cosmos 
Cotton Company, of Yarmouth, Nova Sco- 
tia, has filed suit in the United States 
court against the Alabama Great South- 
ern railway, demanding $10,000 damages. 

It is alleged by the complainant that on 
April 1 last the defendant issued a bill 
of lading, dated Birmirigham. Ala.. to 
Smith & Coughlan, for 100 bales of cotton, 
weight 51,000 pounds, freight prepaid, con- 
signed to the order of Smith & Coughlan, 
Yarmouth. One count in the complaint al- 
leges loss on cotton to the amount of 
$3,175.40. The final count in the bin says: 

“Plaintiff! avers that when said defend- 
ant issued and delivered said bil] of lad- 
ing as aforesaid, dnstead of receiving 100 
bales of cotton of the usual size “and 
weight, approximating the weight de- 
scribed in said bill of lading, it received 
half or split bales, weighing only 26,381 
pounds, instead of 52.061 pounds, as de- 
scribed in the bill of lading, when it knew. 
or should have known; that said cotton 
received as aforesaid was not one hundred 
whole bales of ‘cotton approximating the 
usual weight of one hundred 
cotton.“ 

This is the first case to come out of the 
recent alleged cotton frauds in which it is 
said over $200,000 was lost.

Will Make Determined Effort To Get 
Legislature. 


Jackson, Miss.. June 19.—(Special.)—Al- 
though the prohibitionists have been very 
quiet in the state campaign for the past 
few weeks, the fight for constitutional 
prohibition has by no means been aban- 
aoned, and every possible influence is be- 
ing exerted to secure a legislature that 
will agree to submit such a constitutional 
amendment to the people. The following 
address is being sent out to candidates 
for the legislature by the campaign sub- 
committee: 

‘Representing officially the prohibition- 
ists of Mississippi who, as we feel sure 
constitute a large part of the people, we 
take the liberty of respectfully asking 
you to advise us whether, if elected to 
the legislature or senate, you will sup- 
port and vote for a resolution submitting 
a constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors to the 
voters of the state. We ask no committal 
as to your private or personal views on 
prohibition, but only whether, as a candi- 
date before the people, you will allow the 
people to vote on the question, and, if 
carried, whether you will vote at the next 
session to enact it into a statute.”’

Logansport, Ind., June 19.—Alice Fair- 
child, 12 years old, tried to eat a dozen 
live snakes, in emulation of a circus at- 
traction and tonight is in a precarious 
condition as a result of numerous bites 
inflicted by the reptiles, which objected 
to being eaten alive. t week Alice 
was taken by her parents to see a snake 
eater, who appeared in ‘Logansport at 
a carnival. Thursday Alice's brother 
caught a dozen small snakes and last 
night the girl tried to eat them. She 
was found in convulsions with the snakes 
wriggling about her body. A doctor said 
she might die. 


The Servian Tragedy of 1868. 


ew York Tribune: The murders in 1868 
of tan Servian Prince Michael and of the 
court ladies with him are recalled in the 
editorial in yesterday’s Tribune, which 
said: “King Alexander was murdered 
on the thirty-fifth anniversary of the mur- 
der of his great-uncle, Prince Michael 
Obrenoovitch. It is equally interesting 
to recall that the father of Peter Kara- 
georgeovitch was convicted of complicity 
in that former murder, as an accessory 
before the fact.” In testimony against 
him, Mrs. Mitajovics in her remarkable 
book on Servia states that the secret po- 
litical Slav society, the Omladina, was ac- 
cused of having been implicated in the 
tragedy of Topschidere, and Peter Kara- 
georgeovitch joined the society about a 
month before the murder of Prince Mich- 
ael, and dedicated to t. at the same time, 
a translation of John Stuart Mill's work. 
“Essays on Liberty.“ 

The late Belgrade tragedy, involving the 
murders of women and men, is merely an 
enlarged copy of the bloody drama of 1868, 
related by the Servian author above men- 
tioned. On May 29, according to the old 
Russian calendar, corresponding to June 
10 of that year, Prince Michael in the aft- 
ernoon started on his favorite drive in the 
Topschidere park. With him were his old 
aunt, Mme. Temaniya, and her daughter 
and grand daughter, Mre. Anka, and Mlle. 
Catharine Constantinovics. He was at- 
tended by one adjutant, a son of ex-Min- 
ister Garashanin, and a lackey. When far 
in the narrow woodpath the prince and 
Mile. Constantinovics, followed at a short 
distance by old Mme. Tomaniya and her 
daughter, were met by four men—Rado- 
wanovics, a convicted forger; Morics, a 
wife killer; a brother of Radowanovics, 
a notoriously ferocious man, and a des- 
perate fellow named Rogics, who had been 
formerly in the state service. 

These men moved aside with apparent 
deference as the prince advanced, and 
when he had passed fired their revolvers 
at him. All the shots told. Prince Michael 
fell forward and died almost instantly. 
Mme. Anka was mortally wounded, and 
died, still insensible, about two hours la- 
ter. Her daughter was also wounded, but 
able to escape, and she recovered after a 
lingering illness. The adjutant, Svetozar 
Garaschamin. was lightly grazed by a 
bullet on his sword wrist and fainted 
from pain. The prince’s aunt, Mme. Tom- 
aniya, ran away, shrieking for help, and 
the lackey followed her. 

The murderers hastened to Belgrade, 
half an hour’s ride, to carry the news to 
their fellow conspirators. But they waited 
a few moments in order to make them- 
selves sure of the prince’s death. Mad- 
dened as ferocious beasts are said to be 
with the sight of blood.“ writes Mrs. 
Elodie Lawton Mita Jovics, they lost a 
few minutes, invaluable to the success- 
ful completion of their scheme, in cutting 
and slashing the bodies. Some forty-five 
knife wounds were counted on the corpse 
of the prince.“ Then the carriage of Paul 
Radowanovics broke down on the way to 
the city; an@sthus time was lost again, so 
that the news of the terrible deed had 
reached Belgrade before him. Measures 
were taken at once by the friends of 
Prince Michael, which resulted finally in 
the proclamation as prince. thereafter 
king of Servia, of young Milan, the son 
of Prince Milosh's brother, Yephrem: Mi- 
lan left the crown to his son, Alex- 
ander, killed at Belgrade as his ancestor 
Michael was assassinated thirty-five years 
ago. also on June 10, in the park of Top- 
schglere.

We are face to face with the broad 
question: Shall the state of Georgia al- 
low her recent remarkable industrial 
growth be checked and the present ami- 
cable relations between capital and labor 
be disturbed by the enactment of special 
and paternal laws originating with and 
fostered by professional labor agitators, 
and supported by a class of self-seeking 
politicians, together with a worthy but 
misguided class of honest reformers. 

We enter our most earnest protest and 
solemn warning against any such course 
and vigorously urge the conservative busi- 
ness elements of tris state, both in the 
cities and in the country, to unite and 
crush in its incipiency this attempt at 
state interference and labor domination 
over what it has taken years to build up 
in the form of industrial enterprise, rep- 
resenting the invested capital of thou- 
sands of Georgia’s men and women. 

Sentimentalism, prejudice, sectionglism, 
exaggeration and misconception are the 
principal weapons in the hands of the 
small army of would-be reformers, who, 
representing nothing financially, propose 
to dictate how the cotton milis and other 
industrial enterprises of Georgia shalt be 
operated. 

Paramount in the mass of reforms, aim- 
ed at the textile plants, is the child 
labor” question, with a proposed law, al- 
most word for word similar to the rules 
agreed to by the mill owners themselves, 
and universally and successfully in force 
in the state of Georgia for the last two 
years. 

But the reformers cry: 

“We can not trust vou, and 
we are going to pass this law. 
and other laws besides. We know what is 
best for the working people of Georgia. 
Every fad or fancy in the way of pro- 
posed changes in our laws, no matter 
where it originates, and regardless of 
What ulterior motive is behind it, or how 
much capital it jeopardizes, is going to 
receive our support, and we are deter- 
mined to have the legislature back us up, 
and you people who are developing the 
state’s resourges must take care of your- 
selves best you can!“ 

Under the arraignment of these re 
formers, where do the mill men of Geor- 
gia stand today? Mistrusted, misunder- 
stood, and maligned by pulpit, press and 
politician! 

No one knows better than the manu- 
facturers themselves the occasional diffi- 
culties and -listress among the mill hands, 
caused by the sudden transition from 
remote country life to that of the fac- 
tory village. When, however, the great- 
est good to the greatest number is con- 
sidered, there is no question whatever, 
but that the Georgia cottonmill is a step- 
ping stone to better times for thousands

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Knoxville, Tenn., June 19.—(Special.)— 
It is rumored here that the Southern rail- 
way has secured control of the Knoxville 
and Bristol railroad, by purchase or other- 
wise. It is officially n that the 
trains of the Knoxville And Bristol will 
run into the Southern’s Knoxville depot 
beginning July 5. This will afford a great- 
ly improved railroad service to Tate 
Spring and a large number of other re- 
sorts on the line of the Knoxville and 
Bristo] road, passengers for these resorts 
taking the train here instead of at Mor- 
ristown as heretofore. The Knoxville and 
Bristol rumor as to the Southern having 
purchased the road is that the Southern 
will extend the Knoxville and Bristol from 
Corryton, the present western terminus, 
on to Clinton to connect with the Knox- 
ville and Ohio division of the Southern. 
Clinton is in the coal belt, and the plan, 
it is said, is to give the coal region a new 
outlet for the east. Such an extension of 
the Knoxville and Bristol would virtually 
give the Southern a double track from 
the coal fields to Morristown, where the 
Southern’s main line to Asheville and the 
east branches off from the main line 
through East Tennessee. The extension 
of the Knoxville and Bristol is a logieal 
proposition, and many believe such a 
deal has been made. The Knoxville and 
Bristol has changed hands many times 
during late years, and it has been under- 
stood to be on the market. The Knoxville 
route from the coal fields has been great- 
ly congested, and this new line would 
greatly relieve the freight blockades that 
are so frequent here, especlally quring the 
winter season when coal shipments are 
‘heawiest. : 

Knoxville, Tenn., June 19.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee Central raflroad has stolen 
the march on the Harriman and North- 
eastern railroad by putting a large force 
of men to work, at thé dead hours of 
night, extending the Tennessee Central 
line from Emory Gap into Harriman over 
the Indian Hollow, route.

Lord Lansdowne Announces That 
Government Will Do Nothing 
That Can Be Construed as 
Recognizing New 
Ruler.

London, June 19.—In the house of lords 
today Foreign Minister Lansdowne an- 
nounced that the British minister to 
Servia had been instructed to withdraw 
from Belgrade for some time, on the ar- 
rival there of King Peter, amd in the 
meanwhile to do nothing which could 
be construed as a recognition of the new 
government. Lord Lansdowne expressed 
indignation at the crimes at Belgrade 
and said he thought it was not desirable 
that Sir George Bonham, the British 
minister, should be in that city when 
the new regime wes inaugurated. ~ 

The foreign minister added that no 
proposal had been received for concerte@? 
action towards Servia by the powers, but 
that the British government had no in- 
tention of maintaining ordinary rejations 
with the persons connected with the 
massacres. 

The government yielded to none in the 
abhorrence of events which had lately 
disgraced the capital of Servia and that 
abhorrence had not been diminished by 
later intelligence which kad reached the 
foreign office. It would be no exaggera- 
tion to say it would be hard to find a 
parallel for the outrages even in the 
annals of states which made no pre- 
tence to be included among the civilized 
communities. 

The government had ascertained that 
France, Germany and Italy were main- 
taining an attitude toward Servia similar 
to that of Great Britain, while Russia 
and Austria were prepared to recognize 
the new regiment although Russia ap- 
peared to have claimed that proper pun- 
ishment had been inflicted. He thought 
Great Britain could not usefully propose 
to the other powers concerted measures 
of a punitive character against the au- 
thors of the outrages. He had tele- 
graphed the British minister at Belgrade 
June 15 not to recognize the provisional 
government, whose freedom from com- 
plicity in the acts of “that frightful 
night’’ had not been established nor do 
anything necessitating Great Britain 
‘recognizing the authority who may be 
upset in the swecession to the late 
dynasty." 

Servian Treasury Empty. 

Belgrade, June 19.—A deputation to 
meet King Peter started this morning 
for Geneva. 

“Three sisters of the late queen Draga 
also departed from Belgrade for Vienna. 

The government ‘found the treasury 
practically empty and has no means of 
ov:aining money, the banks having re- 
fused to float even a small loan. An in- 
stallment of the recent French loan was 
due June 15, but the French officials who 
arrived with the cash refused to hand it 
over until tha status of the government 
was properly defined. The expenses of 
the deputation which has gone to Geneva 
were met with difficulty and the army ia 
owed long arrears of pay. As to trans- 
actions between the government and pri- 
vate individuals the ministry has in- 
formed the legationg whose subjects are 
involved that the ministers will be per- 
sonally responsible for their payment. 

The provisional government has offered 
the diplomatic corps places at the railroad 
station on the occasion of the reception 
of King Peier, also expressing the desire 
that they app2ar in uniform. The diplo- 
mats have not replied, pending the re- 
ceipt of instructions from their respe:- 
tive governments. 

The provisic nal government is very short 
of funds and nas been unable thus far to 
reise money in consequence of its status 
not being legalized. 

The following notification was gazette:1 
tuday: 

The Russian minister here has inform- 
ed the minister of foreign affairs that he 
will enter into relations with the Servian 
government today as the czar had been 
pleased to recognize Prince Peter Kara- 
goorgeovitch as king of Servia.”’ 

As Foreiga Minister Baldieves visite1 
the Russian legation today the friendly 
relations ippear to have deen already 
resumed, The city continues in gay 
sririts. Bullcings are covered with flazs

the greatest turf event of the west; will 
be run tomorrow afternoon at the Wash- 
ington park track. If the weather shall 
be favorable the crowd that will see the 
race may break all previous records in 
this country. Officials ot the Washing- 
ton Park Club: say they expect to ac- 
commodate 60,000 people and assert that 
the estimate, based on the demand for 
tickets, is conservative. 

Twenty-three horses are named in the 
entries of the big race. The event is 
worth $25,000 in added money and if all 
the horses named go to the post, the 
gross value of the derby will be $33,175. 
There was never an American Derby 
field which presented a more open propo- 
sition than the one tomorrow.

Baxter & Co.“ s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 19.—Cotton opened 4 to 
8 points lower.

This scared 
the bulis there. The weather map was 
not so good as yesterday. There was 
some rain where notchheeded but tue 
temperature was gat tory.

Small spot sales in 
the Liverpool market discouraged local 
buying. Showers were forecasted for 
Texas. Cables were 7 to 13 points lower.
